One  century  since  the  echoes  of 
these  rocky  cliff*  leaped  at  the  crack  of  the 
Indian's  ride,  and  the  tranquil  water*  of 
the  lake  mirrored  back  tbe  blood-red  scar 
Let  of  British  Grenadiers.  Duly  one  hun¬ 
dred  year*  ago— aud  now  grand  hotels, 
pretty  cottage**  steamers  making  daily 
trips,  boat*  titled  with  gay  pleasure  parties 
duxireg  the  Mire  (a  all  dWrio**.  Wfiai 
a  contrast  T  What  an  epitome  of  the  N* 
tiuaV history  l  Then,  a  howling  wilder 
noss,  now  peace.,  civUUitUm. 

For  year*  the  tide  of  the  French  and  In¬ 
dian  war  ebbed  and  flowed  along  three 
beautiful  shores.  Twenty  years  before  the 
Revolution,  the  Englishman,  posted  at  the 
southern  extremity  of  the  lake,  the  French, 
man  at  the  northern,  were  struggling  tie# 
perately  for  the  tempting  prize. 

At  the  head  of  the  lake  now  stands  a 
large  and  fashionable  Hotel — the  Fort  Wa. 
Henry.  Almost  directly  under  it  U  the 
site  of  the  old  Fort,  and  a  little  to  the 
south  east  lies  Fort  George  and  the  spot 
where  Dieskau  Mi  in  his  brave  but  vain 
assault  on  the  English.
